©n 29 Septeiiber Mr. TllUia Foster convened 
the 8.8. delegation to Technical— Military Experts 
Talks on Surprise Attach Safeguards. The princi- 
pal ^sobers attending included Mr. flordon uray , w. 
gen. Clovis S. Myers, Mr. Julius C. Moines, aad Br. 
ft. M. Klstiakowsky . 

Mr. Farley briefed the delegation on the met- 
ing of 2ft September attended hy Sorter, Quarles and 
Eillian. It wry quickly becaae apparent that 
State was prepared to discuss agenda itens which 
lit. ftsn. Myers felt would pet the 5.1. at a dis- 
advantage and therefore the Technical Experts 
should not proceed beyond the observation and in- 
spection aspects of the problea. Lt. Gen. Eyors 
stressed that any political topics were outside the 
scope of the agenda aad the delegation should re- 
fuse to discuss the®. Se stated that a new group 
should be fornsd to discuss political aspects. The 
concensus of the discussion appeared to be that un- 
less and until the technical discussions created 
an atnoephere of autual understanding and confi- 
dence there ie no prospect for accoapl ishing any- 
thing useful by engaging in non— technical discus- 
sions. ftiving the Soviets an advance agenda was 
discussed and concluded to be poor tactics. 

Mr. ftrsy stated that he did not advocate any 
point of view but pointed out that since this 
Droblen does not go to the ISC it is necessary for 
STeossiittee of 3 to resolve differences and 
arrive at an agreed approach to the proper agenda 
topics. 
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Sr. Farley stated that the delegation aMda 
to arrive at nsthods for dealing with various 
propos als which the Soviets are alwost certain 
to raise daring the discussions. Sr. Foster 
amplified the seed for such alternative aethode 
of r espons e. These preparations » he said, mold 
he educational fort and sight not be used but he 
urged 3Ut. Gen. Byers to ascertain the state of 
completion of appropriate JCS studies. 

Hr. Foster noted that in the studies which 
had cone to his attention there was no treatment 
ef clandestine Introduction of nuclear weapons, 
then it. Gen. Byers stated that this was not yet 
being studied by his staff 1 offered to provide 
such intelligence as was available in National 
Intelligence Intimates. 

Hr. Xlstlakowaky raised the subject of the 
degree of disclosure pernissahle concerning 9.9. 
technical developments, i.e. , capability of 0.3. 
photographic equipment to provide resolution of 
Ejects photogr ashed, capabilities of various 
941. detection systess to providd useful intelli- 
genes, etc. Be stressed that at the nuclear 
energy conference it had been necessary for tbe 
9.B. r eprese ntatives to volunteer certain in- 
formation and only after such an opening would 
the Soviets discuss the subject in a profitable
